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jt is now believed that pressure is being exerted on Celal Bayar by members 
of the Democratic Party’ to issue a statement dissociating himself from the 
League for the Rights cf Man.” At the same time, students of the Istanbul 
University have anpealed-to Marshal Fevel Gakmak to withdraw completely 

from the League. It is common knowledge that the Marshal has always been 
anxious to retain the good will of the Turkish youth by whom he was 
anthusiastically acclaimed during his campaign as an Independent deputy, 

and he counta on their support in the realization of his political aspirations 
to be the next President of the Republic. 


Strong efforts are at the same time being exerted to eliminate Dr. Tevfik 
Rigta Aras ani the Messrs. Sertel ani Beykurt, the liberal meabers of the 
League,as their membership is chiefly responsible for the development of 
the controversial isgues. It is anticipated that with the elinination of 
these three men the prevailing tension will subside. 


To illustrate this tension, the statements made by Dr. Aras at the 
receotion held at the Iranian Rinbassy on 26 October may be of special 
interest. Aras pointed out that the founders of the association are 
determined to fight it out and combat all possible opposition, Lrrespective 
oi its origin. He also claimed that Marshal Pevzi. Gakmak had no intention 
of rasigning, in spite of the pressure exerted by the student body. He 
mantioned having been offered the post of Secretary-General of the League 
which he has now egreed to accaot, Aras stated also that Sertel. and Baykurt 
would not be nermitted to reaign, since they were not regatded by tho 
association aa having leftist tendencies: that there was no intention of 
Jending to the association the appearance of a political party; and that 
mexbership was open to everybody, the go#l of the association being the 
FLULLSALLON OF the Four Freedeks, He repretied that the exercise of these 
Liberties did not es yet exist in Turkey 


aAxas then expressed the opinion that, insofar as the country's foreign policy 
was concerned, the sssociation would be entirely neutral, but he believed that 
furkey should not follow either a pre-British or a pro=-Hussian policy. 


Speaking about his om plans, Aras intinated thet he now felt that the moment 


tad come for him again to teks an active part in politics, and that he 
tight resume his poltescet carasr in the near future.
